rooted. They can get moisture 
and grown when grass can't. 

When these weeds get tall they 
shade out a lot of grass. Cows 
won't eat weeds which also give 
them an advantage over grass. But 
you can get rid of these weeds. 

Spraying with amine 2, 4-D will 
get rid of most of them. If your 
pastures are close to cotton 
fields you may not want to spray 
because of the danger to the cot- 
ton. 

If this is the case, clipping your 
pastures is the answer. Be sure 
not to clip too closely because a 
summer drouth may come along 
and stop short grass from grow- 
ing. 

Overgrazing ranks right along 
with weeds as top enemies of good 
summer pastures. Prevent over- 
grazing. 

Here's how: Divide that paa- 
ture. Make at least two, and if 
possible as many 88 four different 
pastures for summer grazing. Then 
you can graze one area a week; 
move on to another. The first 
pasture should have plenty of new 
growth on it by the time you com- 
plete your week's grazing on the 
fourth area. 

You dairymen know you're go- 
ing to need some Sudan and mil- 
let for temporary summer grazing. 
Try grazing these just a few hours 
a day, then taking the cattle off. 
This will preveent the cattle from 
destroying more grazing than they 
eat. i 

Beef cattle producers might also 
want to consider Sudan and millet 
for summer grazing. This is es- 
pecially true where they know 
they're going to be short on 
grass.

20 Percent In Biloxi- 
Gulfport District 


State College, Miss—General 
business activity in the Biloxi- 
Gulfport district durng April was 
up 20 percent over the corres- 
ponding month last year, according 
to the recent issue of “The Mis- 
sissippi Business Review.” 

The monthly publication of the 
Business Research Station at Miss. 
State University showed that ac- 
tivity varied from a 38 percent in- 
crease at Bay St. Louis to a 2 per 
cent increase at Pass Christian. 

Biloxi had a 20 per cent in- 
crease; Gulfport, 19 per cent in- 
crease; and Picayune, g per cent 
increase. 

The district as a whole stood at | 
259 per cent of the 1947-49 av- 
erage recorded on the station's 
register. By the same index Bi- 
loxi had 274 per cent; Gulfport, 
259 per cent; Bay St. Louis, 226 
per cent; Pass Christian, 175 per 
cent; and Picayune, 205 per cent.

LAUNDERING BLANKETS 
The home economists at the 
Ohio State University developed 
a method of laundering woolen 
blankets that is quite successful. 
Follow these steps. 
Wash only one blanket at the 


Treat excessively soiled spots 
with a solution of detergent or 
mild soap and water. 

Fill washer with warm water. 
Add water softener if you use 
soap and your water is hard. 

Add detergent or soap and dis- 
solve, then turn machine off. 

Put blanket in machine and let 
it soak (15 to 20 minutes). A 
very soiled blanket may be agi- 
tated for one minute, not 
longer. It will be well to stir ita 
few times while it is soaking. 

Spin out the wash water. Short- 
en the spin period, if possible on 
your machine. 

Rinse in two deep rinses by let- 
ting the. blanket soak (no agita- 
tion) five minutes in water about 
the same temperature as wash 
water. 

Spin out water after each rinse. 
Sherten the first spin period. 
DRYING BLANKETS 

Air drying. You can dry the 
blankets on a clothes line. Parallel 
lines are better. Stretch the blan- 
ket ag it dries. Brush with a stiff 
clean brush while slightly damp. 
This raises the nap and softens 
the blanket. 

Dryer drying. You may dry 
your blankets in your automatic 
dryer. Check your electric blan- 
ket instructions before putting it 
in a dryer. 

Preheat dryer on high heat for 
4 minutes. Add several (5 or 6) 
the 
blanket. Dry about 15 minutes 
and remove the blanket while it 
contains some moisture. 

. Stretch the blanket ‘and let it 
complete drying in the air, Brush 
well.
